| LETTER „Ache Ba nl (of — Captain 
: Newcome, of His Majeſty's Ship the Orpheus, 
to Mr. Stephens, Secretary of the Admiralty, dated 
in Madras Road, the 25th of July, 1794, of which 
the following is an Extract. | 
N the 5th of May, Captain Oſborne, of the Cen- 
turion, made the Signal for a Sail, and Captain 
Pakenham, of the Reſiſtance, for ſeeing Two; Round 
Ifland bearing South-Weſt by Welt, Six or Seven 
Leagues. 1 lay-to till the ſtrange Sails ran down fo 
near to us that we could lay up for them; I then 
made the Signal to chaſe: At Forty-five Minutes 
paſt Eleven I got near enough to fire a Shot at the 
Ship; at Fifty-five Minutes paſt Eleven I brought 
him to Action, and by a little after Twelve J got 
cloſe upon his Starboard Quarter, where we kept till 
Five Minutes paſt Ove, ſo very cloſe, that at Times 
I expected to be on board; and at that Time the 
Enemy ſtruck, the Centurion and Reſiſtance about 
Three Miles aſtern, under a great Preſs of Sail, com- 
Ing up. She proves to be a French Frigate, called 
La Duguaytroun, of Thirty. four Guns, and for- 
merly the Princeſs Royal Eaſt-Indiaman, fitted out 
at the Iſle of France, with Twenty-ſix Eighteen- 
Pounders, Two Niue-Pounders, and Six Four- 
21 | Pounders, 
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C.$ 3 
Pounders, having Four Hundred and Three Men on 
board. I cannot ſay too much in Praiſe of the 
ſteady, cool, and brave Conduct of the Officers, Sea- 
men, and Marines of His Majeſty's Ship Orpheus. 
Our Loſs. is very inconſiderable, confidering the 
ſuperior Force of the Enemy : Mr. Singleton, Mid- 
ſhipman, killed; Mr. Staines, Mate, badly wounded 
in his left Hand; and Eight Seamen flightly. The 
Enemy's Loſs was Twenty-one Killed and Sixty 
wounded. | | 

I muſt beg Leave to recommend to their Lord- 
ſhips? Notice Lieutenants Broughton and Goate, alſo 
Mr. Staines, who commanded the Guns in the Ab- 
ſence of Lieutenant Hodgſkin, who was unfortunate- 
ly on board the Daniſh Ship, with One Mate, One 
Midſhipman, and Twenty Seamen. At the Time 
the Ship ſtruck we were about two Leagues from 
the Paſſage between Flat Iſland and Coin au Mire, 
and One League from the Shore ; the other Sail, a 
ſmall Brig, made her Eſcape through the Channel, 
and got ſafe into Port Lows. 

Finding the Bowſprit ſhot through and through, 
and Three of the Knees of the Head entirely cut 
away, the diſtreſſed State of the Duguaytrouin, from 
Sickneſs and Want of Water, obliged me to ſeek the 
firſt Port ; and on the 16th of May I anchored with 
His Majeſty's Ships at Mahe, one of the Sechelle 
Iſlands. Finding the French had formed a Settle. 
ment, and no Refreſhments to be procured, I ſum- 
moned the Place to ſurrender, and ſent Lieutenant 
 Goate, with Lieutenant Matthews and a Party of 
Marines, and took Poſſeſſion of it the next Day for 
His Britannick Majeſty, Not thinking it of ſuffi. 
cient Conſequence to leave any Force, I quitted the 
Place, having taken the Republican Flag and all the 
Military and Naval Stores, alſo the Brig Le Oli- 
vete, leaving the Implements of Agriculture for 


building Houſes, &c. for the Uſe of the poor Inha- 


bitants. 
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From the very ſickly State of many of the French 
Priſoners, and almoſt a Certainty of their dying if 
embarked to proceed to Madras, I was induced, 
from Motives of Humanity, to leave behind ſeveral 
Officers and Men, having written to Mr. Malartie, 
Governor of the Iſle of France, to requeſt he would. 
releaſe the ſame Number of our Priſoners, and of 
the fame Rank as thoſe that I had left at Mahe ; 
about One. Hundred and Forty more deſerted and 
got into the Woods. The 28th I made the Refiſt- 
ance's Signal to chace, and ſhe brought in the Deux 
Andres, = Moſambique, loaded with Four Hun- 
dred and Eight Slaves. The Firſt of June I ſailed 
with His Majeſty's Ships and Prizes, and on the 
18th anchored at Madras. |

The Corps deſtined for this Expedition conſiſted 
of Ten Battalions of Britiſh Infantry, under Major- 
General Lord Cathcart, Major-General Gordon, 


and Lieutenant-Colonel M*Kenzie ; Six Squadrons 


of Light Cavalry, and One Hundred and Fifty 
Huſſars, under Major-General Sir Robert Lawrie; 
of the Loyal Emigres; and of Four Battalions and 
Four Squadrons of Heſſians, under Major-General 
de Wurmb. | | |

Tt was divided into Three Columns. The Left 
Column to attack by the Dyke, the Centre to attack 
in ſuch a Manner as to keep the Church of Warden. 
burg upon its Left Wing, and the Right Column, 
conliſting of Four Britiſh Battalions and the Rohan 
Huſſars, to keep their Left Wing appuye to the Vliet, 
to turn Tuyl, and to attack it in the Rear. 

Major. General Lord Cathcart found the Road by 
which his Column was to march ſo impracticable, 
that, being obliged to make a great Detour, he could 
not come up in Time; and Major General Dundas 
finding, at his Arrival near Wardenburg, that the 
Enemy had abandoned it during the Night, he 
thought it adviſeable to puſh on with the other Two 
Columns, and to begin the Attack immediately up- 
on Tuyl. | 8 N 

This was executed with fuch Gallantry and Spirit 
by the Troops that, notwithſtanding the natural 
Strength of this Poſt, the Abbatis of Fruit- Trees 
that were made, the Batteries of the Town of Bom- 
mel which flanked the Approach, and the conſide- 
rable Number of Men who defended it, it was ſoon 
carried, and the Enemy driven acroſs the River (every 
where paſſable on the Ice) with conſiderable Loſs of 
Men, and of Four Pieces of Cannon. | 

General Dundas ſpeaks in the higheſt 'Terms of 
Commendation of the ſpirited Conduct both of the 
Officers and Men during the Execution of the ſeve- 
ral Duties which fell to their Lot, as likewiſe the 
Patience and Perſeverance they ſhewed by undergo- 
ing immenſe Fatigues and Hardſhips, increaſed by 
the Cold and the Severity of the Sealon. 

I annex the Return of our Loſs, which is not very 
great conſidering the Circumſtances, 
I have the Honour to be, &c.

ON the 3d Inſtant I removed my Head Quarters 

to this Place. By this Diſpoſition, which I had 

previouſly announced to your Royal Highneſs, Fam 
nearer the Scene of our preſent Operations. | 

The Severity of the Weather has increafed ; and 

the intenſe Cold of the 3d and 4th induced the Ene- 

my, on the latter Day, to paſs the Waal near Bom- 
mel. Having driven in our advanced Poſts, they 
again took Poſſeſſion of Tuyl. General David Dun- 
das, however, thought he ſhould be able to defend 

Metteren, and to cheek the further Progreſs of 

the Enemy; but the advanced Poſts of the Heſſtans, 

neareſt to General Dundas's Poſition, having allo 
been obliged to fall back, I agreed with the other 

Generals to. ſend Orders to Generals Dalwick and 

Dundas to unite their Forces immediately, and, at 

Day-break of the 5th, to make a vigorous Attack 

on the Enemy, and to ſpare no Efforts to drive them 

acroſs the Waal. General Dundas probably found 
the Enemy in too great Force to venture the At- 
tack; but about Ten o' Clock he was himſelf at- 
tacked at Geldermalfen- by a large Body of the Ene- 
my's Cavalry, ſupported by their Tirailleurs. Their 
Fs 1 ” Charge 
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Charge was ſo impetuous, both on our Cavalry and 


Infantry, that at firſt they had the Advantage, and 


took Two Pieces of Cannon; but the Reſerve com- 
ing up, the Guns were retaken, the Enemy repulſed, 


and the Poſt preſerved. 


The Violence of the Froſt having converted the 
whole Country into a Kind of Plain, which gives the 


_ greateſt facility to the Enemy in their Movements, 
General Dundas thought it neceſſary to fall back, 


during the. Night, upon Bueren, where General 
Dalwick was ſtationed. This Circumſtance, and 
the exceſſive Fatigue which the Troops have under- 
gone in the late Operations, at a Seaſon of the Year, 


and in Situations in 'which they were often obliged, 


from Want of Cantonments, to paſs the Night with= 
out Cover, determined me, in Concert with the 
other Generals, to take up a Poſition behind the 
Leck, for which we had previouſly made the necef- 
fary Diſpoſitions. It extends from Cuylenberg to 
Wageningen, occupied by the Auſtrians. 

A late March made by a conſiderable Column of 
the Enemy, attended by a large Train of Artillery, 
towards Gorcum, and their Attack upon our Right, 
combined with an Attempt upon Tiel, evidently in- 
dicate a regular Plan of Operations on their Part, 
and confirm me in the Opinion of the Neceſſity of 
our Movement. I hope that all the Troops will 


arrive this Evening at their new Stations. 


Since Yeſterday the Weather has become much 
milder, and gives us Reaſon to hope for a complete 
Thaw; in which Caſe we may expect a favourable 
Change in our Affairs. . |

I HAVE hitherto been unable to acquaint you, 
that about Two in the Afternoon of the 4th, the 
Enemy attacked our Poſt at Meteren, about a Mile 
in Front, where Half of the 33d Regiment, with a 
Picquet of Eighty Cavalry, and T'wo Curricle Guns, 
were poſted ; their Number and Diſpoſition to ſur- 
round the Poſt ſoon made it neceſſary to fall back on 
the other Part of the Regiment, which ſupported - 
with Two Howitzers. In this Movement they were 
hard preſſed by a large Body of the Enemy's Huſ- 
fars, that galloped along the Road with great Vi- 
vacity. The Troops having beforehand been in an 
alert Situation, the Village of Geldermanſen was 
ſoon covered by the 42d and 78th; the 33d took

I LOSE no Time in acquainting your Royal 

Highneſs that the Enemy this Day, having croſſed _ 

the Waal in conſiderable Force, attacked our Line 

at ſeveral Points of it: One Column paſſed at Pan- 
nerden, and was immediately repulſed ; another paſſed, 
near Gent, and, after maintaining itſelf for a ſhort.

ON receiving your Commands to reconnoitre the 
Enemy, by whom the Picquets towards Gelder- 
maſden had been driven in, and to replace a Poſt 
oppoſite to that Place, I took a Detachment. of 
Thirty Hulans, with the Light Companies, and a 
Detachment of the 27th Regiment, and advanced on 
the Dyke: The Hulans charged the advanced Guard 
of the Enemy, and purſued them to Buremalſem, 
where they killed ſome Men, and from whence they 
alſo brought back Priſoners, under Cover of the In- 
fantry, which flanked the Road. Finding that the 
Enemy at that Time near me did not amount to 
more than Eight Hundred Men, with ſome Huſſars, 
and One Piece of Cannon, I determined immediately 
to diſlodge him, and accordmgly brought up the 
Remainder of the 27th Regiment, the 14th Regi- 
ment, and Two Field Pieces. The 14th Regiment 
formed on the Ice on the Left of the Dyke, and the 
.27th acroſs the Incloſures on the Right, ſupported 
by the Picquets, by the Detachment of- Hulans, and 
afterwards by a Squadron of Light Dragoons. The 
Field-Pieces were on the Dyke, and were with great 
Gallantry and Judgment protected from the Enemy's 
Tirailleurs by Lieutenant Elrington of the 14th, who 
advanced before them with the Grenadiers of that' 
Regiment. The Troops marched 1a this Order as 
expeditiouſly as poſlible, driving the Enemy before 
them. By the Time they arrived at Buremalſen the 
Enemy had pafled the River, and were collected at 
Eldermalſen, from whence they kept an inceſſant '

The Britiſh Line advanced without any Halt, 
and the 27th Regiment, gradually changing its 
Direction to the Left, as it approached the Mill, 
at once charged the Village acroſs the Ice beyond 
the burned Bridge, and ſeized the Cannon, white.

A Captain of His Majeſty's Ship the Alexander, 
to Mr. Stephens, (a Copy of which is as follows, ) 
was received at this Office the 3zoth of laſt Month. 


On Board the Marat, at Breſt, 
SIR, November 23, 1794. 

THE Arrival of the Canada muſt long ſince have 
informed their Lordſhips of my Misfortune, in 
loſing His Majeſty's Ship Alexander, late under my 
Command, having been taken by a Squadron of 
French Ships of War, conſiſting of Five of Seventy- 
four Guns, Three large Frigates, and an Armed 
Brig, commanded by Rear-Admiral Neilly ; far- 
ther Particulars and Details I herewith tranſmit you, 
for their Lordſhips' Information. We diſcovered this 
Squadron on our Weather Bow, about half. paſt 
Two o' Clock, or near Three, in the Morning on the 
6th Inſtant, being then in Latitude 48 Deg. 25 Min.“ 
North, 7 Deg. 53 Min. Weſt, the Wind then at Weſt, 
and we ſteering North-Eaſt ; on which I immediately 
hauled our Wind, with the Larboard Tacks on Board 
and without Signal, the Canada being cloſe to us. 
We paſſed the ſtrange Ships a little before Four 
o' Clock, the neareſt of whom at about Half a Mile 
diſtant, but could not diſcover what they were. 


Shortly 
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Shortly after we bore more up, let the Reefs out of 


the Top-Sails, and ſet Steering-Sails, About Five 


o'Clock, perceiving, by my night-Glaſs, the ſtrange 
Ships to ſtand after us, we crouded all the Sail we 
could poſſibly ſet, as did the Canada, and hauled 
more to the Eaſtward. About Day-break the Canada 
paſſed us, and ſteering more to the Northward than 
we did, brought her on our Larboad Bow, 'I'wa 


Ships of the Line and Two Frigates purſued her; | 


and Three of the Line and One Frigate chaſed the 
Alexander. About half-paſt Seven o*Clock the 
French Ships hoiſted Engliſh Colours. About a 
Quarter paſt Eight o' Clock we hoiſted our Colours, 
upon which the French Ships hauled down the En- 
gliſh, and hoiſted theirs; and drawing up within Gun- 
Shot, we began firing our- Stern Chaces at them, 
and received their Bow Chaces. About Nine o'Clock, 

or ſhortly after, obſerying the Ships in Purſuit of the 
Canada, drawing up with her, and firing at each 
other their Bow and Stern Chaces, I made the Ca» 
nada's Signal to Form a-head for our mutual Support, 
being determined to defend the Ships to the laſt Ex- 
tremity; which Signal ſhe inſtantly anſwered, and en- 
deavoured to put it in Execution by ſteering towards 
us; but the Ships in Chace of her, ſeeing her In- 
tentions, hauled more to Starboard to cut her off, 
and which obliged her to ſteer the Courſe ſhe had 
done before. We continued firing our Stern Chaces 
at the Ships purſuing us till near Eleven o'Clock, 
when Three Ships of the Line came up, and 
brought us to cloſe Action, which we ſuftained for 
upwards of Two Hours, when the Ship was be- 
come a complete Wreck, the Main-Yard, Spanker- 
Boom, and Three 'Top-Gallant-Yards ſhot away, 
all the lower. Maſts ſhot through in many Places, 
and expected every Minute to go over the Side; 
all the other Maſts and Yards were alſo wounded, 
more or leſs, nearly the Whole of the' Standing

Thus ſituated, 
and cut off from all Reſources, I judged it adviſe- 
able to conſult my Officers, and accordingly aſſem- 
bled them all on the OI | when, upon 
ſurveying and examining the State of the Ship, (en- 
paged as I have already deſcribed,) they deemed any 
arther Reſiſtance would be ineffectual, as every poſ- 
ſible Exertion had already been uſed in vain to fave 
her, and therefore they were unanimouſly of Opinion, 
that to reſign her would be the Means of ſaving the 
Lives of a Number of brave Men. Then, and not till 
then, (painful to relate,) I ordered the Colours to be 
ſtruck; a Meaſure which, on a full Inveſtigation, I 
hope and truft their Lordſhips will not diſapprove.

It may be ſufficient to 
remark, that, on entering the Fort, I found it totally 
out of Repair, the Materials compoſing the Wall- 
Work thereof being of the worſt Kind, and having: 
apparently but little Lime to cement them pro- 
perly. By the Middle of laſt Month the Works 
were very much injured by the daily and frequent 
heavy Fire of the Enemy, and almoſt all the Car- 
riages of our Guns rendered uſeleſs. Theſe were in 
general in a very decayed State, but even the new 
ones for the Braſs Mortars, that were made during 
the Siege, gave Way, from the almoſt inceſfant Fire 
we kept up: ſo that, upon the Whole, what from th e 
Nature of our Defences, and the ſmall Number of 
our Garriſon, we were in- a very untit Situation to 
reliſt the very vigorous Exertions of our Enemy, who 
began to prepare additional Forces about the 2oth of 
lait Month, but who, from a Number of Cauſes, and 
eſpecially from heavy and continued Rains, could not 
open their new Batteries until the 6th of this Month. 
On that Day they began to fire from Twenty-three 
Pieces of Cannon, Four of which were Thirty-ſix 
Pounders, and the Reſt Twenty- four, and from 
Eight Mortars, Two of Thirteen Inch and Two of 
Ten. The Fire was very heavy, and continued all 
Day and Night, and by it all the Guns on the Gal- 
lion Baſtion were diſmounted, and the Baſtion itſelf 
a Heap of Ruins. Every Day after this grew worſe 
until the gth; on the Evening of which Day I went 
into the Ditch, accompanied by the Engineer, when 
we were both but too well convinced of the totter- 
ing State of the Works from the Gallion along the 
Curtain, and indeed the Whole, from the Eaſt to the 
North-Eaſt, I could not heſitate a moment about 
the Neceſſity of evacuating the Fort. I therefore

ſition. was neceflary. to protect the Sally Port we 
marched through to reach the Shore. The Enemy 
from the Waterſide, near the Town, fired ſome Small 
Arms ſoon after our Men began to embark, but were 
checked by the Light Company of the 'Twenty-firſt 
Regiment, under the Command of Lieutenant Pat- 
terſon, a ſteady gallant Officer, as well as by a Boat 
from the Terpſichore Frigate, into which Captain 
Bowen, who inſpected and regulated the Embarka- 
tion, had, as unexpectedly as judiciouſly, put a Gun, 
and by the Fire of which I imagine the Enemy were 
very much ſurpriſed; at the ſame Time all poſſible 


Aid was given from the Ramparts, by ſuch Guns as 


bore on the Town, and on that particular Spot where 
the Enemy fired from. The Embarkation continued,

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ral, ſaying that he had held out at Fort Matilda as 
long as poſſible, (indeed from the Ships we could 
perceive that the Walls of the Fort were much fhat: 
tered, and many of the Guns — and re- 
queſted that I would make an Arrangement for taking 
off the Troops, who would be ready at the Water- 
fide by Seven o' Clock that Evening. On my men- 
tioning to Captain Bowen that it would be neceſſary 
an Officer of Rank ſhould conduct the Embarkation; 
he, in a very handſome Manner, offered to undertake 
the Service, provided -I thought him equal to it. 
Knowing his Abilities, I accepted his Offer with 
Pleaſure, and he performed it very much to my Sa- 
tisfaction, bringing the whole Garriſoa off without 
any Loſs on their Part; unfortunately, in rowing 
along Shore to enquire after an Out-Picket, (u hich 
there was. ſome Doubt about, but which had been 
called in and was embarked, ) Captain Bowen received 
a bad _— in the Face. A Mate and One Man 
were killed iff the Alarm's Launch, in conſequenee 
of her being thrown on the Beach by the Surf. This 
was all the Loſs we ſuſtained, although the Enemy 
kept up a ſmart Fire of Muſquetry, and from ſome 
of their Batteries.

Sunday, January 4, 1705. At Daylight ſaw a 
Frigate at Anchor outſide of the Harbour of Point

At Seven A. M. ſhe got under Way, and kept 
working under her Topſails, backing her Mizen 
Topſail at Times to keep Company with a Schooner. 
We run towards her until nearly within Gun-Shot 
of the Fleur d'Ep&e, then tacked, hove to, and filled 
occaſionally. Finding the French Frigate not in- 
clined to come out from the Batteries, we made Sail

to board a Schooner coming down along Grande 
Terre. At Eleven A. M. fired a Gun and brought 
her to. She proved an American from Bourdeaux, 
and appearing ſuſpicious, detained the Maſter, and 
took her in Tow. At this Time the Battery at 
Grozier fired Two Guns at us, and the Frigate fired 
ſeveral, and hoiſted her Colours; none of the Shot 
reached. Finding her {till not inclined to come out, 
we made Sail towards Mariegalante under Topſails 
and Courſes.

Monday at Four P. M. we tacked and hove to, 
took out the American's Crew, and ſent a Petty 
Officer and Men into her. Saw the Frigate {till 
under Grande Terre. At Six P. M. wore Ship, 
and ſtood towards Dominique, with the Schooner in 
Tow. At half-paſt Eight P. M. ſaw the Frigate 
ahout Two Leagues aſtern. Caſt off the Schooner, 
tacked, and made all Sail. At a Quarter paſt 
Twelve A. M. paſſed under her Lee on the Starboard

fell). We got a Hawſer up, and made her well 
faſt, with her Bowſprit abreaſt of our Starboard 
Quarter, the Marines keeping a conſtant Fire of 
Muſketry into her. Finding the Carpenters could 
not make the Ports large enough, we blew out as 
| much 
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much of the upper Tranfom Beam, as would adinit 
the Two aſtermoſt Gunz on the Main Deck to be 
run out, and fired into her Bows. 

At Two A. M. all her Maſts were ſhot away. 
In this Situation we towed her before the Wind, 
engaging till a Quarter paſt Five, when they called 
out that they had truck The Second Lieutenant and 
Ten Men then ſwam on board, and took Poſſeſſion of

Upon making them plain, from their Size, ſuppoſed- 
them a Freneli Squadron. About One o' Clock they 
bore up, we immediately chaſed, the Weather being 
very ſqually and hazy. I ſuppoſed Five of their 
Ships Frigates. At five o' Clock made the Alarm 
Signal to attack the Convoy, the Frigates dropped 
in their Rear and formed; the ſternmoſt I came up 
with, and began to fire, when ſhe ſtruck. I per- 
ceived Four others hauled out, apparently with an 
Intention to engage. At Eight o'Clock I ſent an 
Officer and Boat on board the Frigate to take Poſe 
ſeſſion, and found her to be Le Duras, of Twenty 
Guns, Four Hundred Troops, and Seventy Sea- 
men. They reported her in a ſinking State, during 
which Time I lay to, expecting the other Frigates 
to fetch me on the ſame Tack, when Captain Car- 
penter hailed me to obſerve the ſame. At half-paſt 
Eight I ſaw the Frigates had bore up, upon which 
I defired Captain Carpenter would take Charge of 
the Prize and follow with all Expedition. I imme- 
diately made Sail, but the Night was ſo dark and 
ſqually that I could not keep Sight of them. At 
Twelve o*'Clock I found myſelf ſo near Deſeada 
that I was obliged to haul off. It blowing very hard 
in the Morning, I was to Leeward of Deſeada.

was left in Charge of them. The greateſt Part of 
the Stores and Proviſions were removed or deſtroyed.

The firſt Column arrived at and near Halten on 
the 27th, marched from thence to Delden on the 
28th, and proceeded on the 29th to Oldenſaal.

General A bercromby's Corps arrived at Olden- 
ſaal on the 3oth and 31ſt, and the Advanced Poſts 
were withdrawn to this Side of Deventer, and poſted 
at Delden, Almela, and other Villages on that Front. 
I am ſorry to add that the Troops on their March 
ſuffered conſiderably, not only from the Badneſs of

a Sail bearing South; ſhe hoiſted a Blue Flag at the 
Fore Topmaſt Head, as a Signal to a Brig (as I 
ſuppoſe) that accompanied her, and then bore away

HAVE the Honor to acquaint you, for their 

Lordſhips' Information, that Sir Sydney Smith, 

with the Ships under his Command, joined me on 

the 8th Inſtant at Noon. About Three o' Clock in 
the Morning of the qth we diſcovered Thirteen Sail 
coming from the Northward along Shore. I made 
the Signal to weigh; the Squadron weighed and 
gave Chace, the Wind being off the Land, and 
the Enemy's Veilels running along Shore to the 

Southward. About Six o*Clock the Melampus got 

near enough to fire upon the headmoſt Veſſels, but 

they all, except a Cutter, which eſcaped round Cape 


Carteret, (our Gun-Boats not being arrived at the 
Rendezvous, ) got cloſe in Shore, under a ſmall Bat- 


tery protected by their Armed Veſſels, a Brig, and 
Lugger. I made the Signal for the Boats to aſſem- 
ble on board this Ship for the Purpoſe of boarding 
them, and worked the Melampas in to cover the At- 
tack, ſoon followed by the other Ships as they came 
up, firing upon the Enemy's Battery and Gun-Veſlels 
in Succeſſion. The Enemy ſoon abandoned their 


Veſlels, and the Boats of the Squadron boarded and 
| . got 
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got them all off, except One ſmall Sloop, which 
was burnt, the Tide having left her. About this 
Time the Battery ceaſed to fire. I beg to take this 
Opportunity to acknowledge the Aſſiſtanee I have 
received from the Zeal and Activity of the Cap. 
tains under my Direction upon all Occaſions, and 
particularly upon the preſent; and alſo to obſerve, 
that the Manner in which the Lieutenants of the 
different Ships boarded and brought off the Veſ- 
ſels of the Enemy does them infinite Honour as. 
Officers, the Firſt Lieutenant of the Melampus 
bearing a conſpicuous Part; and. the Boats? Crews. 
and different Ships? Companies acted with their 
uſual Courage.

REQUEST that you will be pleaſed to àcquaint 
the Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, that, 
on the 6th Inſtant, a Ship having been chaſed by 
the Squadron, a Signal was made to me from the 

Phaeton, that it was an Enemy's Frigate ; but in 

the Evening Captain Stopford made me a Signal 

that he could not come up with the Chace, upon 
which I called him in, and brought-to for the Night, 
being then in Latitude 47 Deg. 28 Min. Longitude 

5 Deg. 57 Min. In the Morning of the 7th a Sail 

was ſeen again to the Ealtward. I made the Signal 

for the Phaeton, Pallas, and Kingsfiſher to chaſe, 
and followed them with the Line-of-Battle Ships : It 
was blowing freſh from the North. As we came in with 


the Land, ſeveral large Ships were ſeen under Sail, 
| | which

which proved to be a French Squadron, conſiſting of 
Three Line-of- Battle Ships, Six Frigates, a Brig, 
a Sloop, and Cutter. Some of them were at firlt 
ſtanding off Shore, but unfortunately the Wind was 
fair for them to get into Belleiſle Road, where 1 
ſaw ſeveral large Ships at Anchor. We had got 
very near the Enemy's Ships, and I had hopes at 
firſt we ſhould have got up with them before they 
would have reached their Port; and I made the 
Signal for the Ships to form for their mutual S up- 
port, and engage the Enemy as they came up, 
The Phaeton fired ſeveral Shot, which the Line. of. 
Battle Ships returned from their Sterns. I followed 
as far as I thought it prudent, and then hauled the 
Wind. Soon after I ſaw three Sail ſtanding in, 
I made the Signal to chaſe. They were T'wo French 
Frigates, and a large Dutch-built Ship in tow of 
One of them. They ſtood round the South End of 
Belleifle. The headmoſt Ships got within Gun- 
Shot, and ſeveral were exchanged. The Kingsfiſher 
fired ſeveral Broadſides at the Frigates. They were 
obliged to caſt off the Ship in Tow; and rounding 
the Point of the Iſland we came upon a Con- 
voy, chiefly Brigs. Eight of them were taken; but 
the Frigates running in Shore among Shoals, the 
Triumph and Phacton, having made Signals to me of 
Danger, were obliged to give over the Purſuit. 

By what I can learn, the Convoy came from Bour- 
deaux, laden with Wine, and under the Charge of 
the Three Line-of-Battle Ships and Eight Frigates. 
A Prig Corvette had anchored cloſe in with the 
South End of the Ifland.in the Evening, whilſt the 

Frigates were chaſed. At Night I directed Captain 
Stopford, in the Phaeton, to work in Shore, and if 
he did not perceive any Works to protect the Cor- 
vette, to endeavour to bring her out. He attempted 
it in the Morning, but they opened a Battery upon 
the Ship, which he had not ſeen ; and the Brig hav-

At Ten ſhe made a Signal 
for ſceing a Fleet a head, and afterwards that they 
were of ſuperior Force. Upon her bringing-to, [ 
made the Signal to haul to the Wind upon the 
Starboard Tack.

THE Enemy having appeared Yeſterday on the 
Height above Calliaqua, to the Number of Seven 
or Eight Hundred, I requeſted Captain Carpenter, 
with His Majeſty's Ship Alarm, to move round to 
Calliaqua Bay, which he immediately complied with, 
"They had ſent l'wo inſulting Meſſages to Captain 
Moleſworth, who commanded the Party there, re- 
<quiring-him to ſurrender at Diſcretion. Being in- 
formed that they had, within theſe few Days, been 
conſiderably reinforced from Guadalonpe, and ſul. 
pecting from their Number and apparent Confidence, 
that ſome Attempt would be made againſt the Town 
of Kingſton, I ſent a Party, under Captain Hall of 
the 46th Regiment, conſiſting of One Subaltern and 
Thirty-three Rank and File of that Regiment, Forty 
Militia, and Forty of the Corps of Rangers, with 
Five of the Royal Artillery, and a Fourteen Pound 
Field Piece, to take Poſſeſſion of Dorſetſhire Hill 
Yelterday Forenoon. About One o'Clock this 
Morning they were attacked by a Body of about 
*Thice Hundred French and Charibs: Our Party 
made a vizorous Reſiſtance, but, owing to the Ene- 
my'e great Superiority in Numbers, they were obliged 
to retreat to the Poſt on Sion Hill, leaving the Field- 
Piece ſpiked.

ſcſſion of that Hill, I thought it neceſſary to uſe 
every Exertion to diſlodge them, aud concluding 
that no Time was to be loſt in attempting it, I im 
. mediately detached Sixty Rank and File of the 46th 
| Regiment, under the Command of Captain Fortter, 
One Hundred of the Corps of Rangers, and Forty 
Militia, the Whole under the Command of Lic: 


tenuant- 
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tenant Colonel Seton of the Rangers, to attack the 

Enemy at Day- Break. They had, with great Dex- 
terity, found Means to clear the Field-Piece of the 
Spike during the ſhort Time they had it in their 
Poſſeſſion, aud had been joined by upwards of 
One Hundred French and Charibs immediately 
after Captain Hall's Party retreated: Our Troops 
attacked them with great Spirit at the Time ap- 
pointed; and though they were unexpectedly an- 
noyed by ſeveral Diſcharges of Grape Shot from 
the Field-Piece, and, notwithſtanding the Enemy 
were in ſuch Force, in leſs than Half an Hour, they 
retook the Field Piece, and got complete Poſſeſſion 
of the Hill, the Enemy flying on all Sides. In the 
Two Attacks there were Three Privates of the Royal 
Artillery wounded, Three Rank-and-File of the 
46th Regiment, Nine Rank-and-File wourded ; 
Captain Forſter and Enſign Lee flightly wounded 5 
Three Privates of the Militia killed; Captain Roſs 
and Twelve Rank and File wounded, Of the Ene- 
my, Twenty-three Frenchmen and Nineteen Charibs 
were found dead on the Hill, and Two Frenchmert 
and Two Charibs taken Priſoners; but it is believed 
their Loſs in all was twice that Number, as many 
of them were ſeen at ſome Diſtance carrying off 1a.

I was obliged to Anchor, and had the Mortification 
to ſee the Enemy's Veſſels drift with the Vide under 
the Batteries of La Hogue, without being able to

At Four o' Clock in the Morning of Veſterday, the 
Breeze ſpringing up with the firſt of the Flood, I 
made the Signal to the Squadron, weighed, and 
worked up towards the Enemy's Ships, which we 
obſerved warping cloſer in Shore under the Battery 


on la Hogue Point. As we 2pproached I made the 


Signal for each Ship to engage as ſhe came up with 
the Enemy, and at Nine o'Clock began the Action 
in the Diamond.

Gullen, killed, and Two Seamen wounded. The Ene- 
my fired high, or we ſhould have ſuffered more ma- 
terially from their 1ed-hot Shot, the Marks of which 
were viſtble in the Rigging. We have ſhifted our: 
Fore and Main 'Top-Maits, which, with Two Top- 
fail-Yards, were ſhot through, and having repaired 
our other more trifling Damages, 1 ſhall proceed in 
the Attainment of the Objects of the Cruize.

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this Country doubtful, foon afterwards took Place, 


and allowed a few only of our Van Ships to get up 
with the Enemy's Rear about Noon, which they at- 
tacked ſo warmly, that in the Courſe of an Hour af. 
ter, we had the Satisfaction to find one of their Stern. 
moſt Ships, viz. L' Alcide, of Seventy-four Guns, had 
ſtruck; the reſt of their Fleet, favoured by a Shift 
of Wind to the Eaſtward, (that placed them now 
to Windward of us,) had got ſo far into Frejus Bay, 
whilſt the major Part of ours was becalmed in the 
Offing, that it became impoſlible for any 'Thing fur- 
ther to be effected; and thoſe of our Ships which 
were engaged had approached ſo near to the Shore 
that I judged 1t proper to call them off by Signal.

HAD the Honor of informing you, in a former 

Diſpatch, that the Dutch were entrenched in a 
ſtrong Poſition at Muyſenbergh, and well furniſhed 
with Cannon, having a ſteep Mountain on ther 
Right, and the Sea on the Left, difficult of Ap- 
proach on Account of ſhallow Water, with high 
Surf on the Shore, but which the abſolute Neccl- 
fity of the Poſt rendered it requiſite that we ſhould 
poſſeſs, and made it obvious to Major-General Craig 
and myſelf that it ought to be attempted. 

For this Service I ſecretly prepared a Gun, Boat, 
and armed the Launches of the Fleet with heavy 
Cannonades, landed |'wo Battalions of camen, 
about One Thouſand, under the Command of Cip:

] HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, that 
ſinee the 13th Inſtant the advanced Guards of the 
Auſtrian Army, under Generals Boros, Kray and 
Haddick, have been in conſtant Purſuit of the 
Enemy on all the Roads leading acroſs the Lahn 
between Weilburgh and Naſſau. General Warneck 
with the Reſerve marched towards Limbourgh, as a 
central Point, from which he could. ſupport the 
advanced Guards to his Right or Left, according 
to Circumſtances, whilſt the main Army advanced 
to the Camp of Weilmunſter, between Uſingen and 
Weilbourg, ready to croſs the Lahn at the latter 
Place, and attack the Enemy's Left if they ſhould 
attempt to maintain a Poſition on that River. 
The Marſhal has taken every Step that he judged 


beſt calculated to diſtreſs their Army, but their

Retreat has been ſo precipitate, and the Country

heim, of which the following is a Detail: 

In the Night from the 15th to the 18th Inſtant, 
that Part of the Auſtrian Army which was ſtationed 
before Manheim, aſſembled in Five Columns, com- 
manded by General Wurmſer in Perſon, to attack 
the different Poſts that the Enemy occupied 1 in Front 
of that Place. The Diſpoſition was very maſterly, 
and the ſpirited Manner in which it was executed 
anſwered fully to the Wiſh and ExpeQations of the 
General. After a ſevere Action all the Works that 
the Enemy had thrown up were carried; their 
Tents and a great Deal of Baggage were taken, 
beſides ſome Cannon, and leveral Ammunition 
Waggons. 

Owing to an impenetrable Fog, which continued 
the whole Night and great Part of the Morning, 
the Communication between the different Columus 
was extremely difficult, the prompt Execution of 
Orders was impoſſible, and the Generals could not 
conduct their Attacks with any Degree of Certainty. 
This unfortunate Circumſtance enabled the Enemy 
to get off the molt of their ArtiFery, and prevented 
the Auſtrians from following them into the Place as 
General Wurmſer intended. 

The Auſtrians had upon this 8 about 
Thirty Officers and between Six and Seven Hundred 
Non. commiſſioned Officers and Privates killed and 
wounded. The French had One General Officer, 
Twenty-one Officers, and between Five and Six 
Hundred Non commiſſioned Officers and Privates 
taken Priſoners: Their Killed and Wounded are 
ſuppoſed to amount to about 2,000. In conſe— 
quence of this Victory Manheim is cloſely inveſted, 
and the Bombardment will be begun immediately.

Ammunition Waggons. The Enemy deſtroyed a 
great Quantity of Military Stores, which they had 
not Time to carry away. It is impoffible to aſcer- 
tain with any Preciſion their Number of Killed and 
q Wounded, but it muſt have been very conſiderable, 
more eſpecially as the Peaſants roſe againſt them in 
many Places. The whole Country through which 
f the French have marched on this Occaſion bears the 

moſt evident Marks of their Depredations. "There 1s 

no Village, and I may almoſt ſay no Houſe, that has 
not ample Reaſon to lament this Invaſion ; for, how- 
4 erer ſnort its Duration has been, the Effects will 
be felt for many Years to come. The Inhabitants 
have been plundered of their Cattle, Grain, and 
it whatever could be found that was valuable. In many 
d Places what could not be carried off was deftroyed. 
d Even Women and Children have been murdered; 
in ſhort the manifold Acts of Atrocity, which are 
proved in the cleareſt Manner, are ſuch as could 


5 only be perpetrated by Men loſt to every Sentiment 
re of Humanity.

I HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, 
that on the 28th Iuſtant the Auſtrian Troops, under 
the Command of General Wurmſer, ſtormed the 
Galyenberg, an entrenched Height which formed 
an Advanced Poſt to the Fortreſs of Manheim. The 
Poſſcfhon of this important Point facilitates extremely 
the Approaches againſt the Body of the Place. To 
favour the Aſſault of the Galyenberg, a falſe Attack 
was intended to be made upon the Necker Fort; 
however, the Impetuoſity of the Troops was ſuch, 
that they ſtormed it without having Orders to do 
ſo; but as it could not be maintained, being imme- | 
diately under the Fire of the Town, they abandoned 
it, after ſpiking 13 Pieces of Cannon.

I HAVE the Honor to inform your Lordſhip, 
that Marſhal Clerfaye attacked the Enemy's in- 
trenched Camp before Mayence Yeſterday, and 
gained a complete Victory, The following is a De- 

tail of this vcry brilliant and important Operation. 
Your Lordſhip will recollect that in the Month of 
November laſt the French took a Poſit ion upon the 
Heights in Front of Mayence, with their Right to 
Laubenlieim and their Left to Budenheim; both of 
which Villages are on the Rhine, the former above, 
the latter below the Fortreſs. This Poſition com- 
pletely inveſts the Place on that Side ; and from the 
Time they firſt occupied it, almoſt to the Day of 
the Attack, they were conſtantly employed in con- 
ſtructing and perfecting the moſt formidable In- 
tttrenchments.

trenchments. Theſe conſiſted of Two Lines. The 
firſt was compoſed of large detached Works, cloſed 
in the Rear, and covered and joined with each other 
by Three diſtinct Ranges of 7rous de Loups *. The 
ſecond was a complete connected Intrenchment, 
covered in the ſame Manner. The Ditches of both 
Lines were of a Depth and Preadth far beyond what 
is uſual in Field Works. Every peſſible Advantage 
had been taken of the Ground, which 1s particularly 
favourable for the Formation of a fortified Camp; 
aud the French Generals have been known to ſay 
frequently in private, that they confidered this Poſi- 
tion as wholly impregnable. | 

Marſhal Clerfaye, after having forced General 
Jourdan to repaſs the Rhine, returned with a Part 
of his Army to the Camp of Wickert, about five 
Engliſh Miles from Mayence ; and in conſequence 
of Information received by him that the Enemy 
intended to reinforce their Army before that Place 
very conſiderably, he, without waiting for thoſe 
Troops that had advanced beyond the Lahn, deter- 
mined to attack General Schaal, who occupied the 
Entrenchments above deſcribed with Fifty-two Bat- 
talions of Infantry and Five Regiments of Cavalry. 

The Army that was deſtined for this Attack, 
conſiſting of Thirty-two regular Ba- talions, ſome 
Light Infantry, and Twenty-eight Squadrons of 
Cavalry, taken partly from the Garriſon of Mayence, 
was formed into Four Diviſions ; One, of Ten Bat- 
talions and Six Squadrons, under Genera! New; 
One, of Ten Battalions and Six Squadrons, under 
General Stader; One of Five Battalions and Sixteen 
Squadrons, under General Colloredo; and One, of 
Seven Battalions of Grenadiers, under General Wer— 
neck, Generals New and Stader were to direct their

Some Light Troops were to land behind the 
Left of the Poſition for the ſame Purpoſe as thoſe 
who landed behind the Right. General Werneck's 
Diviſion was to remain on the Glacis of Mayence 
as a Reſerve. | | 

It muſt be obſerved that Marſhal Clerfaye directed 
his real Attack upon the moſt commanding and by 
far the ftrongeſt Part of the Camp, becauſe the im- 
mediate Retreat of the Enemy's whole Army was the 
inevitable Conſequence of Succeſs on that Point. 

The Attack commenced in this Order at Half an 
Hour paſt Five in the Morning. The Diſpoſition 
was executed with the utmoſt Accuracy, and in a 
very ſhort Time the Battle was decided in Favour of 
the Auſtrians, who diſplayed exemplary Diſcipline 
and Bravery. The General Officers, finding that they 
could not advance on Horſeback on Account of the

SIR, 


I HAVE the Honor to report to your Excel- 
lency, that, finding this Town extremely ſtraigh- 


tened by the Enemy having Poſſeſſion of the Vigie, 


I judged it expedient to drive them from it, as the 
only Means to relieve it. I informed myſelf, from 
thoſe beſt acquainted with the Country, that a 
Height, called Fairbane's Hill, commanded the 
Vigiez upon this I formed my Plan of Attack. 
The Grenadiers and Light Infantry, with Four 
Companies of the 40th Regiment, were to gain the 
Hill on one Quarter, while the 5gth Regiment, 
ſupported by Two Three Pounders, were to force 
it on another; the Whole marched at Three o'Clock 
Veſterday Morning, fo as to be at the Object, by 
Day-break.

from violent Showers during the Day, and havin 
no Poſſibility of providing the leaſt Shelter for 
them, I thought it molt adviſeable to return to our 
former Quarters for the Night. Having ſufficient 
Reaſon to ſuppoſe the Enemy had abandoned their 
Poſts during the Night, I ordered out early this 
Morning a ſtrong Detachment of the St. Vincent's 
Rangers to take Poſſeſſion of it; and I have the 
datisfaction to inform your Excellency, that the 
Britiſh Flag now diſplays itſelf there. We found 
al the Cannon and Ammunition there undeſtroyed. 
HBrigadier- 
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Brigadier-General Myers, by his able Conduct the 


whole Day, afforded me the moſt eſſential Service ; 
and the higheft Praiſe is due to this Army, both 
Officers and Men, for the Perſeverance, Diſcipline, 
and Bravery they manifeſted in ſuſtaining an Action 
from Day-break until Night in this Climate,

[HE Dutch Governor having not only rejected, 
in the moſt peremptory Terms, the Propoſals 
mch had been made to him, that the Settlement 
would place itſelf under the Protection of Great Bri- 
in, but having alſo acted in a Manner demonſtra- 
Ne of ſuch hoſtile Diſpoſitions towards us as to 
ſlify the Suſpicion which was conveyed to us of 
k being his Intention to ſet Fire to Simon's Town, 
m which all the Inhabitants had been obliged to 
re by his Order, the Admiral and myſelf con- 
med in thinking it expedient to prevent the Exe. 
ton of his Purpoſe, by landing ourſelves, and tak. 
r Poſſeſſion of the _—_ which I accordingly did 
on 
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on the 14th of July, with the Part of the 78th Re. 
giment under my Command, and the Marines of 
the Squadron, the latter amounting to about 3 50 
Men, and the former to 450. Very few Days 
elapſed before our Patroles were fired upon by the 
Burgher Militia and Hottentots, who occupied the 
Hills round us, while our People were reſtrained by 
the Directions which they had received not to com- 
mit any Act of Hoſtility towards the Dutch Troops. 
Hoſtilities being, however, thus commenced, and as 
the I ime approached wlien we might reaſonably ex. 
pect the Artival of the Troops and Stores which had 
been requeſted of the Governor of St. Helena, it ap- 
peared to me to be an Object of Conſequence to diſ- 
poſſeſs the Dutch Forces of the Poſt which they occu- 
pied at the important Paſs of Muiſenberg, as by it we 
might perhapsopen a more ready Communication with 
the Country, at the ſame Time that we ſhould by do- 

ing ſo convince the Inhabitants of the Reality of 
our Intentions, of which we knew they entertained 
Doubts. I accordingly propoſed it to Sir George 
Elphinſtone, who immediately agreed to it with that 

Readineſs which has ſo ſtrongly attended all the In- 
ſtances of Aſſiſtance which I have received from 
him. Sir George having landed a Detachment of 
Seamen, which was. formed into Two Battalions, 

we were only delayed by the. Want of a proper 
Wind, which would not permit the Movement to 

take Place till the Morning of the 7th of Augutt, 

when Sir George having made the dignal that it 

would ſerve, the America and Stately, with the 

Echo and Rattleſnake, got under Weigh about 

Twelve o'Clock, and I marched at the ſame Time 

with the 58th and Marines, together with the Sea- 

men, being in all about 600 Men. 

Ihe Poſt of Muiſenberg being extremely ſtrong 

to the Front, and covered by a numerous Field Ar- 

tillery, againſt which I had not One Gun to oppole,

Ships, which, being properly diſpoſed of at the 
different dtations aſſigned them by Commodore 


Blanket, produced every Edect which could be 


expected from it The Enemy were driven from 
Two Twenty-four Pounders, which were directed 
towards the Sea, and abandoned the Paſt before it 
was poſſible for us to arrive near enough to profit 
by the Circumſtance ſo completely as we were in 
Hopes of doing, as they carried off all their Artil- 


lery, except the 'Two heavy Guns above mentioned, 


and One Braſs Six Pounder, with Two Eight-Inch 


Howitzers. | 
The Enemy having, however, taken Poſt on an 


advantageous Ridge of rocky Heights, very ſtrong 


and difficult of Acceſs, a little beyond the Camp, 
the Advanced Guard, under the Command of Major 
Moneypenny, of the 7$th, ſupported by the Batta- 
lion of that Regiment, attacked and drove them 
from thence with the greateſt Spirit, although, in 
Addition to the Strength of the Ground, the Enemy 
were further protected by Cannon from the oppoſite 
dide of the Lagoon, which covers the Poſt of Mui- 
ſenberg towards the Cape Town. In this Affair, 
which terminated only with the Day, the Activity 
and Spirit of the Light Company of the 78th, under 
thc Command of Captain Campbell, were conſpi- 
cuoully diſplayed. Captain Scott, of the 78th, was 
the only Officer wounded on the Oecaſion. 

The next Morning the Enemy having drawn out 
their whole Force from the Cape Town, Eight Field 
Pieces advanced to attack us, but finding us tao 
rongly poſted, and being themſelves fired upon 
from the Pieces they had left behind the preceding 
Day, which had been drilled and brought forward 
by the Exertions of a Company of Pikemen under 
Lieutenant Coffin of the Rattleſnake, they thought 
it more prudent to deſiſt from the Attempt, and re- 
tired, atter ſome Skirmiſhing, attended with little 
Loſs on our Side, and oily remarkable for the Stea- 
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- Uineſs diſplayed by the iſt Battalion of Seamen com- 
manded by Captain Hardy of the Echo, who, hay. 
ing ' croſſed the Water with the Marines, received 
the Enemy's Fire without returning a Shot, and ma- 
neuvred with a Regularity which would not have 
diſcredited veteran 7 nan The Marines under Ma- 
jor Hill, diſplayed an equal Degree of ſteady Reſo- 
lution on the Occaſion. | 
On the 9th the Arniſton arrived from St. He- 
lena, with ſuch Aſſiſtance as Governor Prooke had 
been able to afford us. It conſiſted of 352 Rank 
and File, with ſome Field Artillery, and a very li- 
mited Proportion of Ammunition; They were di. 
rected to proceed immediately to Camp, and the 
Boats of the Fleet were unremittingly employed in 
forwarding Stores and Proviſions to us; a Work 
in which, from the peculiar Difficulty of our Situ- 
-ation, and the Inſufficiency of our Means, our Pro- 
greſs was very flow, and frequently ſo much inter- 
rupted by unfavourable Weather, that we could 
hardly get a-head of our Conſumption. While this 
neceſſary Buſineſs was going on, our future Opera- 
tions became the Object of my moſt earneſt Conſi. 
deration. On the one Hand, as the Enemy appeared 
numerous, and diſpoſed to an obſtinate Defence, for 
the which they had had ample Time to make the 
beſt Preparations, I could not but be ſenſible that 
the Force under my Command was, in Point of 
Numbers, inadequate to the Attempt of reducing 
them; and I had little to rely on to counter- 
balance the Diſparity, but the Spirit of the In- 
-dividuals belonging to it. I poſſeſſed no Cattle 
or Carriages for the Tranſport of Ammunition or 
Proviſions, and a Communication of Twelve Miles 
was to be kept up to be furniſhed with either. at 
- leaft till I could open a ſhorter one with the Ships 
- that the Admiral might ſend to Table Bay, for 
which the Seaſon was ſtill very unfavorable. On 


the other Hand, though theſe Difficulties were ſul-

ficiently diſcouraging, yet the Arrival of General 
Clarke was uncertain, and the State of our Pro- 
viſions was ſuch as to render the Poſſibility of 


our Stay, till it ſhould happen, very doubtful. 
Under theſe Circumſtances, I determined on an. At- 
tempt by Night on the moſt conſiderable of the 
Enemy's Out Poſts, in the Hopes that a ſevere Exe- 
cution among the Burgher Militia might intimidate 
them, and produce Circumſtances to our Advantage. 
It took Place on the 25th of laſt Month; but unfor- 
tunately, notwithſtanding every Attention on the 
Part of Lieutenant-Colonel M Kenzie, who com- 
manded, it failed, from the Intricacy of the Roads 
and the Timidity and Ignorance of the Guides; 
while it ſerved only to produce among the Enemy 
a Degree of Vigilance, which ſoon convinced me of 
the Impracticability of any further Attempt by Way 
of Surpriſe. | EE 
On the Morning of the iſt of September, the 
Enemy, having lined the Mountains above us with 
Hottentots and Burgher Militia, commenced a Fire 
of Muſquetry upon our Camp, which, from the 
total Want of Effect that had attended a former 
Attempt of the ſame Nature, was little attended to, 
till unfortunately the Picquet of the Reſerve, being 
too much occupied with covering themſelves from it, 
neglected their Front, from whence the Enemy 
poured in conſiderable Numbers, and forced them in 
with ſome Loſs. Captain Brown, with the 78th 
Grenadiers, advanced however, to their Support, 
the Enemy were immediately driven down the Hull 
again, and the Ground of the Picquets reoccupled. 
In this Affair, Major Moneypenny of the 78th was 
ſeverely wounded, and we ſuffered a great Loſs in 
being deprived of the Aſſiſtance of an Officer of diſ- 
tnguiſhed Zeal and Activity in the Command of the 
Reſerve, with which he had been charged fince our 


March from Simon's Town. Captain Dentaffe, of 


the St, Helena Troops, was alſo wounded. 
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In a Conference with Sir George Elphinſtone, on 
the 2d of September, it was agreed to wait Six Days 
longer, for the Poſſibility of the Arrival of General 
Clarke, and that if he did not appear By that Time 
I ſhould then advance, and, under every Diſadvantage 
of Numbers and Situation, try the Fortune of au 
Attack, which, however hazardous, we deemed it 
our Duty to make, before the total Failure of our 
Proviſions put us under an abſolute Neceſſity of 
ſeeking a Supply elſewhere. | 

On the Morning of the 3d, however, the Enemy, 
encouraged by the little Succeſs which had attended 
our Attempt on the 1ſt, meditated a general Attack 
on our Camp, which in all Probability would have 


been decifive of the Fate of the Colony: They ad- 
vanced in the Night with all the Strength they could 


muſter, and with a Train of not leſs than Eighteen 


Field Pieces. Some Movements, which had been 


obſerved the preceding Evening, had given me a Suſ. 
picion of their Intention, and we were perfectly pre- 
pared to receive them. They were on their March, 
and conſiderable Bodies began to make their Ap- 

earance within our View, when at that critical 
—— the Signal for a Fleet firft diſconcerted 


them, and the Appearance of Fourteen Sail or 


large Veſſels, which came in Sight immediately at- 
ter, induced them to relinquiſh their Enterprize, 
and retire to their former Pofts. Genera! Clarke 
came to an Anchor in Simon's Bay the next Morn- 
ing; and for the ſubſequent Events, which have 
been attended with the Capture of this important 
Colony, 1 do myſelf the. Honor to refer you to his 
Account; truſting that His Majeſty and our Coun- 


try will do me, and the Troops and Seamen under 


my Command, the Juſtice to believe, that it has 
not been owing to any Want of Zeal, or of a chear- 
ſul Determination to encounter every Hazard in 
the neceſſary Diſcharge of our Duty, that the ſame 
Event did not take Place during the Period in which 


we

we were left to ourſelves, Under the Cireumſtances 
of our Situation I did not think the Attempt juſtifi- 
able, unleſs compelled to it by Neceflicy ; but we 
were at the ſame Time fully reſolved not to retire, 
in any Event, without making that Attempt, 
which, whether ſucceſsful or not, would at leaſt 

have been a Proof of our Zeal for His Majeſty” 8 
Service. 

It is impoſſible for me to dub this Report, Sir, 
without making my Acknowledgements to Lieu- 
| tenant-Colonel M. Kenzie of the 78th, Major Hill of 
the Marines, and the Captains Hardy and Spranger 
of the Echo and Rattleſnake Sloops, who com- 
manded the Two Battalions of Seamen. Animated 
by the Exertions of theſe Officers, the Troops and 

Seamen have undergone great Fatigue and Hard- 
fps with a chearful Reſignation, and have en- 
countered a more numerous Enemy with an active 
Spirit, which entitles them to the molt favorable 
Report from me to His Majeſty. Lieutenant Camp 
bell of the Echo, who commanded a Company of 
Seamen, which I formed into a Light Company, 
merits alſo that I ſhould notice his indefatigable 
Zeal, and the Ability with which he conducted the 
Service in which his Company was conſtantly em- 
ployed. To this. Sir, I have only to add, that my 
Senſe of the Obligation Lam under to Sir Geor 
Elphinſtone is ſuch, as I ſhould not do Juſtice to in 
an Attempt to expreſs it; his Advice, his active 
Aſſiſtance, and cordial Co- operation on every Occa- 
lion, have never been wanting, and entitle him to my 
warmeſt Gratitude.

MY Letters from St. Salvador, by the Chatham 
Brig, will have acquainted you of our leaving 
that Place: And I have now the Honor to inform 
you that all the India Company's Ships, having 
N | Troops

Troops on board, arrived off the Cape of Good 
Hope on the 3d, and entered Simon's Bay on the 
4th inſtant, where I found the Admiral in Poſſeſ- 
fon of the Harbour, and Major-General Craig at 
Muyzenberg, a Poſt of Importance, about fix Miles 
on the Road to this Place, with a Corps compoſed 
of Seamen and Marines from the Fleet, Six Com- 
panies of the 78th Regiment that came in it, and a 
Detachment of the Eaſt India Company's Troops 
from St. Helena, amounting 1a all to about 1900 
Men, and the Enemy, who had peremptorily rejected 
all Negociation, in a State of active Hoftility 
againſt us. Under theſe Circumſtances it became 
neceſſary to endeavour to effe& the Execution of our 
Orders without Loſs of Time; 1 therefore, in Con- 
junction with and aided by the Admiral, diſem- 
barked the Regiments, Artillery, and neceſſary 
Stores, and forwarded them to the advanced Poſt as 
faſt as poſſible, where, through his ardent Zeal for 
the Public Service, and indefatigable Exertions, as 
much Proviſion was collected as we hoped might 
enable us to ſet down before the Town, and go on 
till we could communicate with our Ships in Table- 
Bay, or draw ſome Aſſiſtance from the Country be- 
hind us: And having made the beſt Arrangement 
we could for tranſporting our Proviſions, Guns, 
Stores, Ammunition, and neceſſary Articles of every 
Kind, by the only Means in our Power, Men's La- 
bour, we marched on the 14th from Muyzenberg, 
leaving a ſufficient Detachment for the Protection of 
our Camp and Stores at that Place. The Enemy 
could ſee all our Motions, and the Country through 
which we were to paſs for ſeveral Miles being very 
favourable to the Sort of Warfare that it was their 
Buſineſs to purſue (many of them being on Horſe- 
back, and armed with Guns that kill at a great 
Diſtance), I had Reaſon to think we might be 
greatly haraſſed, and ſuffer much on our Route. 


Our Loſs, however, from the Precautions taken, 
| and

and the Shynefs of the Enemy, fortunately proved 
leſs than might have been expected, having only One 
Seaman killed and Seventeen Soldiers wounded in 
our Progreſs to the Polt of Wynberg, where the 
Enemy were in Force, with Nine Pieces of Cannon, 
and had determined, as we were told, to make ſeri. 
ous Reſiſtance. But having formed the Army from 
Columns of March into Two Lines, and made a 


Detachment from my Right and Left to attack 
both their Flanks, while I advanced with the Main 


Body and Artillery (which, much to the Credit of 


Major Yorke, was extremely well conducted and 
ſerved), againſt their Center, they found themſelves 
fo preſſed by us, and at the ſame Time alarmed by 
the Appearance of Commodore Blankett with Three 
Ships the Admiral had detached into Table Bay to 
cauſe a Diverſion on that Side, of which they were 
very jealous, that they retired with the Loſs of a 
few Men from our Cannon, before we could gain the 
Top of the Hill; from whence we followed them 
cloſe for Two Miles, but Dark coming on, and great 
Part of the Troops being much fatigued by the 
Burdens they carried, and the Haraſſment they met 
with 3 very ſwampy Ground in the Courſe of 
the Day, I determined to halt for the Night in the 
Pofition I found myſelf, which proved favourable 
for the Purpoſe, with the Intention of proſecuting 
my March at Day-light next Morning. In this 
Situation an Officer arrived with a Flag and Letter 


from Governor Sluyſken, aſking a Ceffation of 


Arms for Forty-eight Hours, to arrange and offer 
Propoſals for ſurrendering the Town; but I did 
not think it prudent to grant more than Twenty 
four, in which Time every Thing was ſettled agree- 
ably to the Articles of Capitulation that I have the 
Honor to encloſe, whereby the regular Troops that 
formed the Garriſon became Priſoners of War, and 


His Majeſty is put into the full Poſſeſſion of the 


Town and Colony, which I hope will prove ac- 


ceptable 
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eeptable to him, and juſtify the Commendation and 
Report that I think it my Duty to make of the 
meritorious Services of all the Officers, Soldiers, 
Seamen, and Marines that have been employed in 
this arduous Service. The Difficulties and Hard- 
ſhips that great Part of them have experienced are 
extreme, and the Perſeverance and Chearfulnefs 
with which they were encountered do them the 
higheſt Credit, and, I am perſuaded, will reeom- 
mend them all in the ſtrongeſt Manner to His Ma- 
jeſty's Favour. 

The general Character of Sir George K. Elphin- 

ſtone, and his ardent Deſire to ſerve his Country, are 
too well known to receive additional Luſtre from 
any Thing I could ſay upon that Subject; but I 
ſhould do Injuſtice to my own Feelings if I did not 
expreſs the Obligations I am under for the ready 
Co operation and Aſſiſtance that he atiorded upon 
every Occaſion, which ſo eminently contributed to 
the ſucceſsful Iſſue of our joint Endeavours. 
The Arrangements made by Major-General Craig 
previous to my Arrival, and the active Services he 
rendered ałterwards, claim my Thanks, and fuynifh. 
the heſt Proof of his having conducted His Majeſty's 
Service in a Manner honorable to himſelf, and be- 
neſicial to his Country. .

I HAVE the Honor to acquaint you, for the 
Information of my Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Admiralty, that on the 16th Inſtant the Colony 
and Caſtle of the Cape of Good Hope ſurrendered 
by Capitulation to the Britiſh Arms, in conſequence 
of which I proceed in the Monarch to this Bay, 
whither I had previouſly diſpatched Commodore 
HBlaukett in the America, with the Two Sloops 
and an India Ship, for the Purpoſe of raifing an 
Alarm on the Cape Town Side, in which he ſuc- 
ceeded admirably. _. 

This Event lias given me great Satisfaction, 
not only from the fortunate Termination, but alſo 
from the Relief it affords to the Officers, Seamen, 
and Marines of the Fleet under my Command, after 
a laborious Service for a Length of Time, wherein 
they were continually fatigued, and often unavoid- 
ably ill fed.
